‘W] Question of Fixing Price of Wheat Discussed—Convention Decides 
in Favor of Law of Supply and Demand Governing Figure-— 
Many Farmers in Central and Southern Alberta Declared in 
Financial Straits Because of Dry Seasons and Expenditure 
Involved in Responding to Federa! Government's Appeal for 
Greater Production of Wheat 


No protection or special privileges; let the law of supply and 
demand govern the price of wheat, but see that the scalpers and 
speculators in grain are removed by government legislation. 

This is the attitude adopted by the United Farmers of Alberta. 
The importance of the subject could be best realized by the pro- 
longed discussion which preceded the drafting and endorsation of 


the special resolution. 


This discussion brought out the fact that 


thousands of farmers in the central and southern portions of the 


province are in serious financial straits owing to the two dry sea-| 


sons, and that the situation was aggravated by the response to the 
federal government’s appeal last spring for a greater acreage and 


the whole. 


Messrs, Warner, Farris and Weir 
and others made a strong plea for the 
convention to demand a fixed price 
for the 1919 wheat crop, inasmuch as 
the United States government thas 
fixed a price across the border and 
also that so many Alberta farmers 
are not in a position to incur the Hi- 
abilities and great financial 
seeding again heavily in wheat if the 
crop cannot be guaranteed against 
personal loss. The farmers agreed to 
a price fixed below the actual mar- 
ket value during the war, but the 
freat demand for wheat that was sure 
to continue should give some redress 
to the Canadian grower. 

Oppose Fixing Price 

President Wood, W. D. Trego, Rice 
Jones and others advised against the 
fixing of a price, declaring that it 
was against the principles free trade 
affirmed by the farmers. It permitted 
the government and the special in- 
terests to come back at the farmers 
with the charge that while they were 
opposed to the protection of other 
businesses they wanted it in the case 
of their own, If the government could 
not dispose without loss of the heavy 
surplus of Canadian wheat in the 
open market of the world then the 
farmers as the chief bearers of the 
burdens of taxation would have to 
euffer the bulk of the difference. It 
was contended by the speakers that 
the agitation to fix or guarantee a 
price in wheat came evidently from 
the interests at Ottawa and Toronto 
in the hope that euch action would be 
faken. Then the consumers coul?@ be 
told that jt was the farmers holding 
up the price to an exorbitant level, 
and the political action of farmers 
would be hampered thereby. 

: Resolution Passed

olution, this being offered by C. F. 
Brown of Richdale. The special com- 
mittee of Messrs. Brown and Rice 
Jones, and the resolutions committee, 
on an order from the convention, 
drafted and submitted the following 
motion which was passed without an 
Opposing vote: a 

“Whereas, the fixing of the price 
of wheat was a war measure for 
the steadying of the market and 
the keeping down of the high cost 
of living, 

‘Whereas, while we view with a 
large measure of concern the res- 
toration of an open market that 
will make speculating possible in 
the handling of our chief food prod- 
uct, yet we realize that the con- 
tinuation of a fixed price on wheat 
might unduly bear on the con~ 
sumer, and, 

Whereas, we, as producers, are 
willing that the prices of our prod- 


ducts be governed by the law of 
supply and demand, but protest 
against scalpers and speculators 
taking toll which frequently 


amounts to more than the profits 
to the producers; 

“Therefore, be it resolved that 
we, the U. F. A., in convention as- 
sembled, demand that legislation be 
passed confining the dealing in all 
grain in exchanges or elsewhere, 
to cash grain and sales for actual 
future delivery of grain and grain 
products, 

“And that steps be taken to pro 
vide the necessary credit to finance 
all farmers who have grain for sale 
until such time as they desire to 
market same.”

Cattle Guards 

The convention unanimously passed 
a resolution in regard to better cattle 
guards, this having been 
by Mr. P. Baker as follows: 

“Whereas, the railway companies 
are allowed to use cattle guards which 
do not serve the purpose for which 
they are named, such guards being 
useless as far as turning stock is con- 
cerned; and 

“Whereas ,=horses and cattle are able 
to walk over these guards without 
hesitation or the least inconvenience; 
and 

“Whereas, some of our members 
have spent large sums of money try- 
ing to collect damages for stock killed 
within the fences of the railways, but 
were advised by their solicitors that 
the railway commission had passed up 
these guards as being legal, conse- 
quently there had no redress and were 
the losers thereby, 

“Therefore be it resolved: 

“1 That the government be asked 
to have the railway act so amended 
that the present syle of guards be de- 
clared illegal, thereby forcing the rall- 
way companies to inetall guards that 
will turn stock, 

“2. That the government be asked 
to have the railway act so amended 
that the railway companies will be 
made responsible for any damage caus- 
ed to any tock within their fences 

“8. That the department of justice, 
Ottawa, be asked to send out an im- 
partial inspector to report on these 
conditions and to secure pay for stock 
that has been killed.”

Tand Taxation Protested 

Delegaie Spencer protested against 
the operation of the Alberta land tax 
and this resolution from McCafferty 
was passed as follows: 

“Whereas the revenue of this pro- 
vince is supplemented by @ tax, levied 
exclusively upon land; and whereas 
the act imposing such tax discrimin- 
ates against rural land; 

“Therefore, we, the United Farmers 
of Alberta in convention assembled 
protest against the unjust discrimin- 
ation of placing a special burder on uv 
special class; and further, apart from 
the injustice, we question the wisdom 
of a fiscal policy that imposes the 
main burden on land, used almost ex-, 
clusively for the production of food.” 

Chiropractors’ Work Prateed 

Commendation of the work of chi- 
ropractors was given by Messrs, Mc- 
Comber, Leedy and othera and the fol- 
lowing resolution anent the subject 
from Queenstown local was carried: 

“Whereas by recent decisions of the 
courts chiropractors cannot legally 
practise under the laws of Alberta, 
and whereas, these practitioners have 
successfully treated and cured pa- 
tients suffering from complaints 
pronounced incurable by medical doc- 
tors such as Infantile paralysis, spinal 
meningitis and other disorders, and, 

“Whereas many of these practition- 


ers are, in our ( pinion, verforming a 
very beneficial service to the com- 
munity; 


“Therefore be it resolved that the 
United Farmers of Alberta petition 
the Alberta Legislature to amend the 
laws of the province so as to allow 
qualified chiropractors to administer 
their treatment under proper regula- 


tions.”” 
Chilled Meat Export 

Messrs. Rice, Sheppard and Harry 
Ball proposed from Strathcona local 
that in respect to the chilled meat

“Whereas the future of Canada de- 
pends to a very large extent on the 
successful development of Agricul- 
ture, and 

“Whereas stockraising is a very ¢s- 
sential branch of the industry which 
must be more fully developed so a6 
to prevent the impoverishment of the 
land, thus assuring profitable crops, 
and whereas the farmers will be call- 
ed upon for greater production to pro- 
vide greater volume of -xport produce 
to meet the great burden of taxation 
placed on Canada by the war; 

“Therefore be it resolved that we 
request the Dominion government, as 
soon as possible, to take steps to pro- 
vide with Great Britain the chilled 
meat export trade, thus providing a 
staple market for our beefs, which 
will at the same time insure us a prof- 
{table price for coarse and damaged 
grain, as same could be fed to cattle 
and so finish them in first class shape 
for the British market, That we ask 
the convention to endorse this reso- 
lution, and that a copy be sent to the 
Minister of Agriculture, Ottawa”

States wheat crop. The money was 
borrowed from thie source despite the, 
fact that one of the inducements held 
Canadian people to sub- 
scribe to the 1917 and 1918 Victory) 
loans was that a portion of the pro-| 
ceeds of these loans were required to| 
move the grain crop. Mr. Langley in-| 
formed the assembly | 

Not a Dollar Used | 

Moreover, he stated, not one dollar 
of either loan had been used for the) 
removal of the western farmers’ 
grain.

to us, their prisoners—was a 
joy indescribable. They came to us 
then trying to buy food and tobacco,

ception. The Lord tells us to love 
and forgive our enemies, but to for- 
give the Germans so quickly ts im- 
possible. In time I may see them in 
a better light, but just now my hate 
is all-consuming. 


Journey to Freedom 

a little about the journey. 
We left Merseburgen the 20th inst. 
and then followed two days of the 
most awful railway journey I have 
ever experienced. We eventually ar- 
rived in Stettin, on the Baltic, on the 
22nd. Then we embarked in a Dan- 
ish boat and arrived in Denmark 
(at Copenhagen) last night at seven 
o'clock. The Danish people seemed 
very pleased to see us and gave us a 
great reception. A great many of 
them spoke English and they kept 
saying ‘You are our boys.’ At pres- 
ent we are in camp about five miles 
from the city. We shall be here for 
Christmas Day, and I shall get a pass 
and go into the city. I may not have 
told you so, but one of my greatest 
friends {s a Dane.

Gustave Wetter is Victim of Attack by Two Bandits on

Guatave Wetter, a farmer living six miles southwest of Leduc, was 
the victim of a hold-up late Thursday night, when two masked men en- 
tered his shack, armed with revolvers, and robbed him of $1,000 cash, 
leaving him wounded and his shack razed to the ground by fire, accord- 
ing to Information received here at provincial police headquarters. 

The two bandits, who are still at large and unknowns to either the 
police or Wetter, entered his shack at 11 o'olock and demanded his 
money. Upon his refusal a flerce struggle ensued {n which Mr, Wetter 
was wounded in one of his legs. At the same time the lamp was upset 
giving rise to the fire which completely destroyed the shack. The rob- 
bers secured the money, which Wetter had drawn from the bank at 
Millet that day, and left him to his fate in the burning building. Though 
suffering from his wound, Wetter was able to crawl from the flames and 
escaped with his life. The fire attracted the attention of neighbors, who, 
upon arriving at the scene and learning of the robbery, communicated 
with the provincial police, 

Detectives Matheson and Magee, who were detailed from Edmonton 
to make an investigation, left for Leduo early Friday morning, but up to 
the present have not made any arrests.

This betters 
The position of both buyer and 
Hseller of seed oats in Alberta over 
Bwhat it was a few days ago, but 
still leaves much to be desired. G. 
M. Stewart, of Calgary, Dominion 
seed grain inspector for Alberta, 
Amade the announcement to the U. 
AF. A. convention on Friday after- 
noon. Incidentally he referred to 
he alleged ‘‘misstatements by a 
Biocal newspaper’ as to action by 
Bthe Government in regard to seed 
Boats. The Bulletin has been deal- 
Bing with the seed oat problem, so 
possibly the neference was to it. 
Whether The Bulletin stated the 
case correctly or not, the fact re- 
mains that the seed grain branch 
f the Dominion department of ag- 
riculture has loosened its strangle 
hold on the Alberta farmer who 
crows or wants to grow oats, to an 
Bappreciable degree—largely, it 
Biiust be assumed, because of the 
publicity given the actual facts by 
The Bulletin. The seed oat ques- 
Btion is essentially an Alberta ques- 
ion. It is especially acute this 
‘ear, and The Bulletin has no 
upology to offer for having 
‘rought it into the spotlight suf- 
ficiently to secure some better- 
nent of conditions. It is particu- 
arly important to the Peace River, 
Spirit River and Grande Prairie 
Fettlements, which were blessed 
with an oat crop of exceptionally 
good quality last season. As the 
and there is new, the proportion 
sf clean seed is greater than in 
1ost parts of the country, and 
herefore more desirable for seed 
purposes, 
Last year the Dominion seed 
grain branch bought seed oats in 
the open market. They paid a 
fixed premium over milling grades 
land sold to farmers needing seed. 
Brhe Bulletin is informed that when 
the transactions of the season 
were closed the branch had ap- 
proximately 60,000 bushels of seed 
oats on hand. As oats are lower in 
price this year than last, of course 
the department has made a loss. 
A question worth considering 18: 
Is the abnormal spread of from 
22 cents to 44 cents a bushel be- 
tween purchase and sale price this 
year intended to recoup the losses 
of last year, as well as carry this 
year’s expenses? Another ques- 
tion is: Is it because of the losses 
suffered last year in purchasing on 
the open market that the depart- 
ment this year decided to com- 
7 andeer at a fixed premium and 
prohibit the payment of a higher 
pricet—to disrupt the seed oat 
trade of Alberta in order to en- 
able the Government to do busi- 
ness without loss? 

Yesterday the Government price 
for seed oats in Alberta was 70% 
cents f.o.b. at all railway points 
from Athabasea and Westlock to 
the international boundary. At 
Peace River points eight cents is 
deducted for extra freight, mak- 
ing the price at those points 621 
cents. The highest price paid for 
No. 1 seed oats this season at com? 
mon points was 9242 cents on Oc- 
tober 25th. The average price 
from the opening of the season to 
} January 21st was 84 cents. Yes- 

terday Mr. Stewart told the U.F.A, 
1 convention that the Government 
sule price would be $1.15. The 
spread between the purchase and 
sale price, therefore, varies from 
2214 to 44%, cents a bushel, in the 
face of the fact that 10 cents a 
bushel would pay all the reason- 
able charges and allowances and 
give a substantial business profit.

cents, why should the farmer who 
must buy pay $1.15? The farmer 
who has raised the oats needs all 
the money he can get and the 
farmer who wants seed has no 
money to spend in keeping up the 
government elevator at Calgary 
or in paying salaries to officials 
who may or may not be efficient 
or necessary. 

Oats for milling purposes also 
came under the beneficent control 
of the Government as to price. 
Last fall, owing to shortage of 
supply, Alberta oats fit for mill- 
ing sold at 12 to 13 cents premium 
over Fort William price. But 
since November the Dominion seed 
branch has not permitted the mills 
to pay more than eight cents pre- 
mium over the Fort William price. 
This works out so that yesterday 
the Alberta producer got 6314 
cents a bushel for his milling oats, 
On the October basis, before the 
seed commission began command- 
eering oats, he would have receiv- 
ed 6814 cents, a loss to him of 5 
cents a bushel and a correspond- 
ing profit to the miller. 

On what ground does the seed 
grain branch of the Dominion de- 
partment of agriculture interfere 
with the price of oats purchased 
for milling purposes? The farmer 
loses, who is the gainer?

Interferes With Business. 


The bootleggers in this part of | 


the world are getting convinced 
just now that prohibition is des- 
perately bad for business. The 
license system was much more fa- 
vorable for the uninterrupted con- 
tinuation of trade. Under it 
drunks were so numerous that no 
one bothered about where the 
whisky came from, Now they are 
so scarce that when one is discov- 
ered curiosity is excited, and curi- 
osity is the begining of trouble for 
the bootlegger. 


The Consumer’s Position. 


A delegation of farmers and re- 
presentatives of the packing plants 
and commission dealers have been 
conferring as to the cause of the 
Ac- 
cording to the report they put the 
blame on the consumer. This indi- 
vidual, it is represented, is getting 
fastidious and insists that the pig 
from which his roast is cut must 
be of a certain size. In consequence 
the plants are piled to the roofs 
with under-sized and over-sized 
carcasses, and to prevent further 
accumulation the hog prices have 
been cut. If the consumer has 
really brought about this embar- 
rassing situation it has been unin- 
tentional. He has been under the 
impression for a long .time that 
‘*pigs is pigs’? and pig meat just 
that; whether the cut came from 
a hundred pound porker of last 
spring’s vintage or from a veteran 
of the early days has been to him 
a deep and irrelevant mystery.. 
And if his presumed preference 
for the medium sized animal has 
resulted as claimed, he stands 
ready to remedy matters by help- 
ing to dispose of the little and big 
careases, If these were put on 
the market at preferred prices it 
would be quickly found that at the 
present juncture the consumer’s 
real preference is not for porkers 
of a certain size, type, pedigree, 
sexual persuasion or disposition, 
but for the kind of pork he can 
get most of for the money. 


‘Big Business’’ On the Job. 


The California fruit-grower 
gets fifteen cents per dozen for 
oranges which sell in Edmonton 
and elsewhere in Western Canada 
at anything up to eighty cents per 
dozen, and a proportionately small 
price for lemons and grape fruit. 
Two months ago people here were 
paying a dollar per dozen for or- 
anges which passed out of the 
hands of the growers last July at 
from fifteen to twenty cents per 
dozen.

Banking is the means whereby 
the savings of one man are used | 
to extend the credit of another 
The banker is given certain advan- 
tages by legislation in order that 
he may be able to do this with a 
maximum of security to the de- 
positor and of accommodation to 
the borrower, The purpose of the 
banker in going into the banking 
business is to find profitable em- 
ployment for his money and busi- 
ness ability. 

Each country has a banking sys- 
tem ostensibly developed to accord | 
with economic conditions in that 
country. In no ease are the bank- 
ing systems of any two countries 
precisely alike. From time to time 
changes have been made in the 
banking laws of the various coun- 
tries to improve banking condi- 
tions and to bring the respective 
banking system in line with new 
needs, the result of economic 
changes, 

Amongst the privileges general- 
ly given banks by legislation is 
that of issuing bank notes. The 
effect of this is to materially in- 
erease the working capital of the 
bank and so increase its possibili- 
ties of usefulness in the extension 
of business credit: and incidental- 
ly its profits. Bank notes are also | 
a more convenient form of cur- 
rency than coin. 

The Canadian banking system is 
essentially a system of branch 
banks with centralized control. As 
a means of collecting money on 
deposit at points where it is not

In all, some 60 Employment Offices are being established. They will 
be located in all centres of 10,000 people and over—and wherever the 


need for them exists. 


Through these Government Employ- 
ces, all persons in need of

Indeed, the service rendered by these 
Government Employment Offices will 
be such as to warrant the heartiest co- 
operation and support on the part of 
employers of labor. 

They will endeavor to supply only 
such help as an employer can cnatAbede 
take on—the right man for the right 
position. 

Thus, to the small employer of labor, 
they will take the place of the Employ- 
ment manager. To the large employer 
of labor they will be of appreciable 
assistance. 


The service of the Employment Offices 
will be given both to employers and to 
those who seek employment entirely 
without charge, 


How They Work. 


A superintendent is in charge of each 
local Employment Office. 

Inside the office he has interviewers, to 
confer with those seeking employment 
and to direct them to positions. In the 
larger cities he also has canvassers or 
salesmen to call on the employers and 
show them the value of the services 
rendered by the Employment Office. 


In this way the work-seeker and the 
work-giver are quickly brought together. 

Every effort is made to secure up-to- 
date, business-like offices, conveniently 
located. 


For the Soldier. 


The same Fmployment Offices are 
used to provide positions for returned 
soldiers as well as for every other person 
in need of employment. 

In each employment office there is a 
representative of the Department of 


The Organization. 


The local offices in each province are linked 
together by a provincial clearing house in the 
one city. 

hey are directly supervised by a general 
superintendent who receives daily wired reporte 
from each office. These reports state how many 
have sought work, how many have been placed 
in positions, how many and what classes need 
work, how many positions vacant. The general 
superintendent cz each day a complete picture 
of the employment situation in the province 
under his care. 

With the same idea in view, the Dominion 
Government has three national clearing-houses— 
established at Halifax, Ottawa, and Winnipeg. 
Those who plan to move from one locality to 
another can thus “with their eyes open,” 
because these clearing-houses show from their 
daily reports just what the employment prospects 
are—everywhere, 


National Advantages. 


With the completion of this single chain of 
Employment Offices the Government will be 
exactly informed on employment conditions. 

Expert field agents will call on the lumbering, 
mining, shipbuilding and other industries to 
secure information as to anticipated requirements 
for labor. 

Weekly reports sent in by trade unions provide 
additional information. 

Finally, every concern with 25 or more em- 

loyees will mail each week a post-card showing 
fy the pay-roll of the previous week; (b) changes 
in staff and the nature of the occupations. 


Advisory Councils. 


Each local superintendent in the larger cities 
will be assisted by an advisory body composed 
of employers and employees. 

Each province will have a similar advisory 


body. 

There will also be a Dominion body—the 
Employment Service Council of Canada—to 
co-operate with the Department of Labor. 
This council will be composed of representatives 
from all those classes interested, 

In addition to the above, the Government is 
co-operating with those who provide employment 
—so that as far as possible every willing worker 
will have work to do,

Ottawa, Jan, 24—Canadian govern. 
ment officials overseas are giving con- 
4 siderable attention to the many thou- 
¥ sands of British women who will 
4 shortly be sailing for the Dominion 
with their Canadian husbands who 
are now serving in the army. As the 
great majority of these women are 
the brides of soldiers married in Ong- 
Jand since the outbreak of the war, 
and have never been in Canada it is 
felt that a special effort should be 
made to acquaint them with the con- 
ditions they will meet when they 
reach their new homes. Through its 
immigration and colonization branch 
in London and tn conjunction with 
the khaki university, the government 
has assisted in organizing a depart. 
ment of horne economics, which will 
"* be of great advantage to those ava!l 
ing themselves of the opportunit es it 
offers. Courses have been arranged in 
Canadian citizenship, cooking, dairy- 
ing, poultry raising, gardening, first 
aid, home nursing, infant care ind a 
nMumber of other useful sub‘ects. 
These will be open to any woman 
without cost, intending to go to Can- 
ada, the full course consisting of 12 
to 25 lessons. Sir Edward Kemp,

Committee Named by Peace Con. 
gress to Decide on Forces 
Required 


Paris, Jan. 24.—The peace con- 
gress, at its session today, decided 
to appoint a committee to inquire 
into the strength of the forces to 
be maintained by the allied and as- 
sociated powers on the western front 
during the period of the armistice 

The committee will be composed } 
of Marshal Foch, General Tasker H. 
Bliss, General Diaz, Winston Spencer 
Churchill, and M. Loucheur, French 
minister of reconétruction. 

The military branch of the council 
adjourned at noon The council of 
the five great powers continued in} 
session after the withdrawal of the 
special military representatives. 
Louis Klotz, the French minister of | 
finance, and Louls Loucheur, the, 
French minister of reconstruction, | 
took part in the deliberations. The 
council took a recess at 12.30 o'clock 
until three o'clock. 

The council recommended that the 
governments concerned approve the 
issue of an identical medal and rib- 
bon to all the forces of the allied and 
sssociated powers which had taken 
part in the war. 

During the consideration of the 
question of reparation at the meet- 
ing of the supreme war council on 
Thursday, the Paris edition of the | 
London Daily Mail says President 
Wilson agreed to the principle that | 
Germany must be made to pay in- 
demnities, in addition to the full cost | 
of reparation. | 

At the instance of the British re- 
presentatives, the paper adds, disous- 
sion was also begun on the questions | 
of the abolition of conscription and 
general disarmament. It says it is 
possible that the plenary session of 
the peace congress today will give 
some attention to the questions, In 
the future, the Daily Mail says, there 
will be one full meeting of the peace 
congress each week.
